‘Reefs: Are Found 


Only Alluvial Beds 
Known At Present 


Sight Unless 


(By MALCOLM BURR, D.8c., A.RS.M.) 


HE Union of Soctalist’ Sovict 
Republics, sprawling over 
one-sixth of the carth’s surfaco, 
is tho sccond largest gold pro- 
ducer in the world. 

The British EMpire produces 
considerably more gold: than the 
rest of tho world put together, 
and Russi, as we may more con- 
veniently ‘call the USSR. for 
long occupied tle third place. 
But by hor great national offort 
during the past aix years she has 
been steadily gaining on her rival, 
the United States of America. 

By 1932. they were neck and 
neck, and.in 1933 Russia overtook 
the U.S.A. Last ycar.the totaT 
Ruassion output was not far short 
of double that of the United 
States, and not so very far short 
of the total output of the rest of 


‘|the world together, excluding, of 


course, the British Empire. 

To put it in figures, the total 
output of the world ‘in 1984 was 
27,400,000 fine ounces, of which 
no less than 10,480,000 came from 
South Africa, out of the total of 
16,229,000 for the whole of the 
British Empire. Out of the 11,- 
171,000. ounces produced by the 
reat of the:world, Ruasia contri- 
buted no less than 4,224,000 
vunces, compared with the Ameri- 
can output of 2,686,000.- 

Russian Fields 

These are formidable figures, 
but the most striking feature 
about them is the steady increase 
in the Russian production. The 


: richest field in Russia, genorally' 


known in Europe as the Leno 
Goldflelds, is on the plateau be- 
tween the’ ‘rivers’ Olckma and 
Vitim, . tributarics of the Lena. 
Work began hero in 1843, and by 
1919, the latest date for which I 
have accurate figures, the total 
amount won was 697 tons, repree

Stolen Gold 


The Taar's Governmont recog- 
nised this years ago, and, in order 
to prevent the flow of gold out of 
the country, agreed to wink at 
theft, provided the actual gold 
were put into circulation. State 
institutions, \ co-operative stores, 
mine canteens and similar cstab- 
lishmonts would take gold in pay- 
mont in Hei of coin or notes ata 
rate fixed about 10 per cent. below 
the value of the currency,,and no 
questions asked, 

This waa very profitable for the 
traders, that fs, nowadaya, the Gov- 
vernment, for they sell their-goods 
at the same nominal prices, and so 
make ‘a handsome additional pro- 
fit. A special technical word was 
coined to denote gold thus tender- 
ed, one of those tong words of; 
which the Russians are not afraid; 
volnoprinositelskoe, which may be 
transinted as “Voluntarily - offer- 
ed.”

And this js an absolute Injustice 
to the Father Love of God. “Tho 
joy of the Lord,” os one of the 
Old Tostament prophets culls it, is 
not different in «quality from 
wholesome human gladness; it {s, 
jn fact, Juat that gladness decepen- 
ed and sanctified by the sense of 
God and the knowledye of Him 
brought to us by Christ our Lord. 

There is not a single Innocent 
and pure source of gladness open 
to men and women on this carth 
but {s made to taste sweeter when 
they have opened their hearts to 
the love of God. Once we have 
dared to accept the wonderful 
truth that tho Eternal Father has 
His place and His plan ‘and His 
enre for each one of us, then every 
common joy: of living, every de- 
light in the beauty of the - world 
and the pleasures of home and 
work and friendship—every one of 
theso taken on a keener edge.

‘HE death of Lord Jellicoe, who was the only man who has 
had the opportunity of fighting a “Fleet Action” under 
modern conditions, raises a query in the back of one’s mind 
whether any other man will ever have a, similar opportunity: 
When Admiral Togo sank the Russian Fleet he had issued from his 
own base with everything thoroughly..shipshape to mect ships 
that hod left their own ports many weeks before, ‘and that had 
only been able to take in ‘necessary stores at ports of call under 
the restriction laid upon neutrals that they must leave again 
within twenty-four hours. The panic in the/North Sea, when 
they began to fire broadsides at harmless fishing boats, was poor 
augury of their fighting quality. Admiral Beatty’ was then ‘in 
command of the Channel Flect, and his request foy.orders was 
“Shall sink them or tow them in?” It was resolved to let them 
go on their voyage, ‘but when they reached the Yellow Sea their 
hulls were festooned with seaweed several feet long. What is 
the chance of another Fleet Action in Oriental waters? 

It is of course very largely 9 question of bases. No such 
action will take place far cnough from a base for the: ships to 
be unable to refit, and there are only three Navies—the British, 
the American, and the Japanese—that have to be considered. 
The American Government under the Democratic influence, and 
probably as a permanent policy, is seckIng to minimise*the chances 
of conflict; the British Government has certainly no territorial 
ambitions out here. It seemed the merest common sense.at the 
Washington Conference of 1921-2, to agree to the status quo in 
the Pacific both as to ships and fortified bases: it'is the ratio 
of-strength, not the gross figures, that counts. The one really 
sensible innovation in international affairs that has been achieved 
in the post-war years is the Washington Treaty, in terms of 
which Hong Kong was to remain as merely an advanced base for 
cruisers and lighter craft. That trenty ‘will end in 1936, and 
provided that a conference should be held in 1935 to consider the 
question of renewal. No further explanation is required for the 
conference that is shortly to be held in London, in spite of the 
fact that Japan has given notice of repudiation. of the treaty at 
the earliest date, but its convocation is an act of faith, and all 


[the nations that will take part have already given notice that 


the principle of restriction is too sensib!e for their liking. 

From the British point of view it is a satisfactory precaution 
to finish off the Singapore base, which will place the Fleet on the 
flank of the route to India or Australia, but the lapse of the treaty 
will not improve the security of Hong Kong. It is true that the 
sea is one, and that any enemy that interferes. with any part of 
the Empire must sooner or later expect to have to deal with the 
heavy ships. But what would be going on in the interval before 
the battle fleet got busy? Their entry into these waters would 
itself be regarded as a menace of war. Even the fast American 
manoeuvres made quite a Jot of unrest, though the distance was 
even greater. And the smaller ships would merely be regarded 
as subsidiary to the main fleet. : . . 

. The equality demand is really a demand ‘for supremacy in 
the East, for under no circumstances ‘could ‘all the British ships 
or all the ‘American ships be sent out sd far. Yet Japan will not 
agtee to any other basis of limitation. There is still the question 
of the Pacific bases, and the mandated islands are ceriainly in 
positiofis that: could, if fortified, make it very difficult for the 
American fleet to take any action in the East at all. The Secre- 
tary of State refuses to discuss any question but that of ships. 
Would it not be possible to give that concession while renewing 
the “neutralisation” of the bases? It is bad enough to risk the 
chance of rivalry in ship-building: why add tho further rivalry

UR Porsonality this week is 
Mr. Abbas el Arculli, the 
well-known local solicitor. 

Mr. Arculli is a trué son of 
Hong Kong, having first Reon the 
Nght in the Colony on Juno 9, 
1891, and received his- education 
at Queon’s College. Articled to 
the Iate Mr. E. L. Agassiz, he was 
admitted oa Solicitor of tho Su- 
preme Court .of the Colony on 
May 24, 1914 and enrolfed o solici- 
tor of the Supreme Court of Eng- 
land on December 1, 1927. 

As one of the leading men of 
the Moslem community Mr. 
Arculll has always taken ao keen 
interest in all . matters affecting 
the welfare of the. Indian re- 
sidents of the Colony. He was 
instrumental in forming the Indian 
Recreation: Club and ‘the building 
of the pavilion. and has been pre- 
sident of the club since 1923, 

All-round Sportsman 

Interested in various form: of 
sport, Mr. Arculli was crie'ct 
captain of the ILR.C, from 192: to 
1926 and also represented 
Club at tennis in League matches,

RITICISM, of the, methods of : 

British administration need 
not be mere cavilling against a 
system which has certainly been 
devised to secure justice, but 
rt al vigilance’ is just as much 
the price of efficiency as of free- 
dom, The yrent defect, so far 
ap the general public is concern 
ed, in the cost, particularly to 
the party that is acquitted or 
adjudged to have been in the 


‘right, for though it may appear 


that justice has been secured, it 


‘may happen that the cost of 


gecuring. jt may amount to a 
very severe fine'on a defendant 
who finds himself in court 
merely by Gl] luck. Ina recent 
cuse of which T happen to 
know the details a Chinese boy. 
happened to find himself under 
suspicion in’ circumstances that 
might occur to all of us. The 
neeused was detained for two 
days until a heavy pail could 
be deposited, He then had to 
secure legal advice. In due 
cou the case was heard and 
diamissed. At every point the

POSSESSOR 


OF THE FIVE 


CARDINAL VIRTUES 


(By PHYLLIS JUBY) | 


N the past the Phoenix was the 
particular attribute of the 
(Empress and always related to 
womankind and. feminine affalra. 
In poetry there are frequent re- 
ferences to the Dragon and the 
Phoenix: “From the pine forest the 
Azure Dragon ascends the Milky 
Way; from the fragram wu-tang 
the crimson Phoenix aspires to the 
variegated cloud.” There are 
many poetical allusions made too 
to the Inseparable fellowship of 
the malé and female Phoenix. So 
great {sa this fellowship that the 
Phoenix has come to be an emblem 


fof conjugal fidelity, and jade girdle 


ornaments, with doublo Phocnixes, 
ate frequently given as love-tokens 
between husband and’ wife. At 
Chinese. weddings the Phoenix [a 
worn on the bride’s hood and call- 
ed the “Phoenix cap”, its special 
significance being ‘Gngeparablé 
fellowship.” “It represents the 
nogative Yin -quatitics, while the 
Dragon, worn by the’ groom, re- 
presents the qualities of the posl- 
tive Yang. 

Yet, as though. the Chinese 
could.not bear to leave this divine 
bird entirely. female in significance, 
it is looked upon as the product 
of: the sun, the active malo prin- 
ciple in nature, and eredited with 
having great influence in the be- 
getting of children. - It fs often 
represented in art as gazing on the, 
sun or on a ball of fire.

that {it will never peck or injure. 


living Insects, nor tread on grow- 
ing herbs. It bathes only In the 
limpid waters of the clearest foun- 
tains, flics above the mountainous 
homes of the gods and genii and, 
if it descends to the level of or- 
dinary birds, they swarm about it 
until the earth becomes dark os 
during an eclipse, At night it 
resta in the caves of the Vermilion 
Rock. 

It is describe? as “representing 
a wild swan -befure and a unicorn 
behind; it has the throat of a 
swallow, the bill of a cock, the 
neck of a snake, the tail of a fish, 
the for¢hend of a crano, the crown 
of a mandarin drake,.the stripes 
of n dragon, the vaulted back of 
a tortoise.: The feathers havo five 
colours, which are named after the 
five cardinal virtues, and it is five 
cubits in height; tho tall Is 
graduated like Pandean pipes, and 
its song resemblea the music of that 
instrument, having five modula- 
tlona.” Its song when low {fs like 
the tolling of a temple bell and, 
when high, soft and mellow. Long 
‘spiral plumes. at-times rise from 
{ts hend and at the base of Sta 
neck it has a beautiful . ruff of 
silken feathers. The ideographs 
of the five cardinal virtues, up- 
rightness, honesty, justice, fidelity 
and benevolence, are found in- 
scribed om its body. 

Its Many Attributes 

But tho Chinese mystics see 
more than gorgeous plumage and 
flamelike appendages. They say: 
“Its head {s Hke heaven; its eyes 
like the sun; {ts back lke the 
crescent moon; its wings like the 
wind; its tafl like the trees and 
plants, and its fect Hke the earth. 

“Its colour delights the eyes; its 
comb expresses rightcousness; its 
tongue utters sincerity; ita voice 
chants melody; its cars enjoy 
music; its heart conforms .to re- 
gulations; its breast contains trea- 
sures of literature, and its spurs 
are powerful against the trans- 
gressor.” 

However that may be, its lithe 
body, its long flowing tall and 
graceful wings make it a most 
decorntive. creature and one well 
suited to ‘act ns a symbol of 
femininity. 

The Five Families 

According to one authority there 
are five different families of the 


Phoenix, cach belonging to one of 
the Five Directions. The one at 
the Enst- is «the Light-issuing 
Phoenix; that at the South, the 
Light-burning; at the West, the 
Severe Frost; at: the North, the 
Concealtd Growth; in the Centre, 
the Essence of Fire. Queen Hai 
Wang Mu of the’ Western Paradise 
is often depleted floating «mong 
clouds on ‘the back-of a phoenix, 
and variants from the supreme 
bird are used as messengers and 
celestial regign. 

The Taolsts generally represent- 
ed their Immortals os being borne 
from thelr cclestial abodes on the 
back of the ‘Divine Phoenix; . and 
they belleved, too, that their goal, 
the Western Paradise, wag tac- 
ceasible excapt to the sages who 
were transported there on the back 
of that bird. According to tradi- 


tion, there Iny. between thls world) 


and the Western Paradise a great 
desort that’ was inhabited by such 
monstrous and dangerous animals 
that only this swiftest of all birds 
could ‘croda ‘it. 
Imperial Visitors 

Tho appearance of the Phoenix, 
& most auspicious augury, was 
ever. most rare... Only on the ad- 
vent of a ‘virtuous rulor. did. the 
Phoenix leave {ts celestial -abode 
and appear. . Tho: Bamboo Books 
tell of Hwang-tl, (B.C. 2697-2597) : 
“While the Emperor. was, sitting 
{n‘a boat near. tho Loh, there came 
together .Phoenixes, male. and 
fomale. Some of them abode. in 
tho &mperor’s castern garden; 
some built their nosts in the cor- 
uiced galleries of the palacc, and 
some’ sang in_ thy courtyard, the 
females gambolling to the notes, of 
the males.”
